A sketchbook of fifteen pencil 
drawings by Paul Brown, Inaugural 
Llangollen Race Meeting 1931, has 
been donated to the Library by NSL 
board member Helen K. Groves of 
Baird, Texas. 

Paul Brown (1893-1958) was one 
of America's most popular equine 
artists of the twentieth century. His 
rich and highly accurate depictions 
of horses and their riders capture 
the movements, expressions, and 
emotions in work, sport, competi¬ 
tion, play and rest. 

Brown's sketches documented 
the inaugural, and apparently only. 
Piedmont Hunt Races held at 
Llangollen Farm, near Upperville, 
Va. Llangollen was the picturesque 
estate of Mr. and Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney, who commissioned 
Brown to record the highly antici¬ 
pated meet over the British-type 
race course. In his great style. 
Brown showed the raw efforts, suc¬ 
cessful and some unsuccessful, of 
the horses and riders over the chal¬ 
lenging brush course of eight obsta¬ 
cles that included a ditch and water 
jump. Brown wrote notes on the

drawings narrating the progression 
of the races. 

In the NSL's collections, there are 
various resources with pieces of 
information to tell the stories behind 
Brown's thrilling sketches. The pro¬ 
gram of the day's races resides in the 
rare book room along with the 
sketchbook. Back issues of Polo mag¬ 
azine document the results and pho¬ 
tos of the race. The first volume of 
Record of Hunt Race Meetings of 
America, Races of 1931, lists the 
results, a photo of Word of Honor, 
the winner of the coveted Llangollen 
Cup, and a map of the long-gone 
race course. 

The race courses at Llangollen 
and at Grasslands International 
Steeplechase Course in Tennessee 
were surrounded with controversy 
due to the trend away from the typi¬ 


cal American hunt race obstacles. 
Peter Vischer, editor of Polo, wrote an 
essay, "The Traditional Timber, An 
Interesting Controversy Rages 
About America's Post-And-Rail 
Fence" in the January 1932 issue fac¬ 
ing the page with photos of the 
Llangollen races. 

The Whitneys' marriage was 
crumbling by the following year and 
they were divorced in 1940. 
Llangollen remained the life-long 
home of Mrs. Whitney (1906-1988), 
later known as Liz Whitney Tippett. 
Liz was well-known as a daring and 
outstanding horsewoman who fox¬ 
hunted, rode in ladies races at point- 
to-points, and successfully competed 
show hunters for over fifteen years. 
She was also a prominent owner and

breeder of Thoroughbred race hors¬ 
es, operating out of Llangollen. 

Tippett gave the Paul Brown 
sketchbook to her long-time friend, 
Nancy Lee, of Middleburg, Va., a 
prominent businesswoman in the 
equestrian community. Lee's 
daughter, Dorothy "Punkin" Lee, 
inherited the sketchbook after her 
mother passed away in 2003. 
Recently, she made the historically 
important sketchbook available, 
and Groves acquired it to give to the 
Library.

Lonesome Glory who won fhe 
Eclipse Award for sfeeplechase 
champion five times.

Four porfray fhe 
Thoroughbred racehorses Boston, 
Lexingfon, American Eclipse, and Sir 
Archy. The fifth is a very early pencil 
and charcoal drawing of a donkey 
and goaf wifh a pencil skefch of a 
donkey on fhe verso. Troye drew fhis 
in London when he was only fifteen 
years of age before immigrating to 
fhe United Slates in 1831.

The work of Swiss-born painter 
Edward Troye documenfs fhe cele¬ 
brafed racehorses of fhe American 
furl. Troye's repufafion as an eques- 
frian arfisf was widespread in fhe 
mid-ninefeenfh cenfury and engrav¬ 
ings based upon his painfings of 
Thoroughbreds illusfrafed The 
American Turf Register and Sporting 
Magazine. According to Curafor of 
Fine Arfs F. Turner Reuter, Jr., docu- 
menfed drawings by Troye are 
exfremely rare. The Jeffords draw¬ 
ings were probably intended as fin-

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Dr. Betsee Parker and Gordon Smith

The National Sporting Library's Board of Directors elected Dr. Betsee Parker 
and Gordon G. Smith on May 6. 

Dr. Betsee Parker has lived in the Middleburg area for twenty years with a sec¬ 
ond residence in New York City. She recently purchased Huntland, a nearly three- 
hundred-acre estate on Foxcroft Road in Middleburg. Built by William Benton 
(master builder for President James Monroe) in 1837 and enlarged by New York 
architect William Hagga for financier Joseph Thomas in 1911, Huntland is one of 
fhe most intact antebellum estates in Virginia. Betsee is overseeing the restoration 
of Hunfland's main house, gardens, stables, kennels and slave quarters. Betsee 
will host a luncheon and tour of Huntland on September 7 for members of the Ivy 
Circle and the Chairman's Council. 

Betsee studied at Wellesley College in Wellesley, Mass., and went on to pursue 
a Master's of Divinity at 
Harvard University. She super¬ 
vised several congregations in 
England and the U.S. during her 
twenty-two years as an active 
Episcopal minister. 

Volunteering for the Office of 
fhe Medical Examiner of New 
York City, she worked closely at 
Ground Zero with fellow 
responders in the recovery effort 
following the World Trade 
Center attacks. 

Betsee married Irwin Uran in 
1998 and together they con¬ 
tributed to several charitable 
organizations, including Congre¬ 
gation Sha'are Shalom in Leesburg, Va.; the Virginia Episcopal Diocese; the 
Middleburg Humane Foundation; and the Marion DuPont Scott Equine Medical 
Center. Uran passed away in 2007. 

An accomplished horsewoman, Betsee trained hunters/jumpers for many 
years and raised sport horses. She currently supports riders on the show circuit 
with horses and ponies that she owns. Betsee's five-year-old daughter, Rosie, com¬ 
peted in leadline classes at Upperville, Devon and Warrenton aboard her pony. 
Rainbow Connection. 

Betsee joined the NSL's Chairman's Council in 2003 and serves on committees 
for fhe John H. Daniels Fellowship and for the Museum of Sporting Art at Vine 
Hill. 

Gordon G. Smith was born in New Jersey. He graduated from Michigan State 
University with a Bachelor's of Science and entered the United States Army. He 
completed an MBA at the Wharton School at the University of Pennsylvania and 
worked as a Product Group Director for Johnson & Johnson and later built and 
leased office buildings in Somerville, N.J. 

In New Jersey, Gordon was fhe former-MFH of fhe Amwell Valley Hounds and 
raised crossbred foxhounds. Before settling in Fauquier County in 2000, Gordon 
traveled to the area frequently to foxhunt. 

Though he no longer raises foxhounds, he is still very much engaged with the 
history of various packs. Gordon has spent countless days at the Library research¬ 
ing the Old Dominion Hounds, one of the oldest foxhound packs in the country. 
He plans to publish a book. Hunting in Northern Virginia, A History of the Old 
Dominion Hounds. 

Gordon will work closely with Librarian Lisa Campbell on a number of initia¬ 
tives and projects to improve documentation on the Library's current collections 
and to acquire new treasures. 

Gordon lives in Casanova, Va., with his fiancee, Judy Allen. He has two chil¬ 
dren, Gordie (Gordon, Jr.) and Betsy. Still active in foxhunting, Gordon was 
President of the Bull Run Hunt in Culpeper, Va., for fwo years, and now hunfs 
wifh the Old Dominion and Thornton Hill Hounds.

The Voss Family, 

Artists of American Sporting Life 
Exhibit to Open August 29 

The Voss Family, Artists of American Sporting Life will open fo fhe 
public af fhe National Sporting Library on Augusf 29. Organized by 
fhe National Museum of Racing and Hall of Fame in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y., and curated by Ms. Gregory R. Weidman, fhe exliibition feafures 
over sixfy works of arf by fhis prolific family of artisfs who depicfed 
fhe champions of fhe American furf and ofher sporting subjecfs. 

Franklin Brooke Voss (1880-1953) was one of fhe foremosf sporf- 
ing artisfs of fhe fwentiefh cenfury painting such champions of 
American flaf racing as Man o'War, Equipoise, Seabiscuif, War 
Admiral, Sir Barfon, and Whirlaway for premier racing families 
such as fhe Whifneys, Riddles, Vanderbilfs, Phipps, and Wideners. 
Franklin Voss also depicfed steeplechase races, foxhunting, and 
coaching and was a noted dog porfraifisf. His brofher, Edward 
Somerville Voss (1883-1969), was known for liis lively wafercolors 
of foxhunting scenes, and sister, Jessie Voss Lewis (1876-1962), cap- 
fured family members in fhe medium of pastel. Franklin's sisfer-in- 
law, Elsa Horne Voss (1895-1982), molded animal figures casf in

bronze. Each family member is represented in fhe exhibition, wifh 
upwards of torfy-five paintings by Franklin, fifteen sculpfures by 
Elsa, one painting by Jessie, and one wafercolor by Edward. 

"The number of works and fhe falenfed family of artisfs pro¬ 
vide an exciting exhibif fhaf we will proudly hosf," said Presidenf 
and CEO, Nancy H. Parsons. "I am especially grateful fo Rodion 
Canfacuzene [of Aldie, Va.] for his enfhusiasm and assisfance in 
bringing fhis show fo fhe Library." 

The exhibif brings fogefher fhe Voss family from fhree muse¬ 
ums and almosf fhirfy private lenders. The NSL owns fhree painf- 
ings in fhe exhibition, including Mrs. William C. Langley on 
Sandown (1921), a handsome porfraif of horsewoman Elida 
Langley riding sidesaddle wifh fhe Meadow Brook Hounds on 
Long Island. The largesf confribufions of arf fo fhe exhibif came 
from Mr. and Mrs. Thomas H. Voss and Barbara Voss Noell. 

The NSL is fhe final slop of fhe Voss exhibif, which opened af 
fhe National Museum of Racing and Hall of Fame in Saratoga in 
2007 and also fraveled fo fhe Maryland Hisforical Society in 
Baltimore, Md. 
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Noel Mullins Entertains with 
Stories of Irish Foxhunting

On May 7, John H. Daniels Fellow, Noel Mullins, delivered an entertaining 
lecture, "The Foxhunting Humor of Somerville & Ross Lives On!: 'Tales of 
Foxhunfing Packs in Ireland'." Mullins, a phofojournalisf from Counfy Dublin 
in Ireland, was in residence af fhe Library for fhree monfhs researching 
Somerville and Ross for a forfhcoming book. 

Mullins explained fhe collaborafion of second cousins, Edifh Somerville 
(1858-1949) and Violef Martin (1862-1915) (pseudonym Martin Ross), who 

wrofe several sporfing-fhemed 
novels, including The Irish R.M. 
Bofh women were passionafe fox- 
hunfers; Somerville was fhe firsf 
woman MFH of fhe Wesf Carbery 
Foxhounds and Martin hunfed 
wifh fhe famed Galway Blazers. 
Despife living 150 miles aparf for 
much of fheir writing career, fhey 
wrofe almosf a book a year fogefh- 
er. "If you can imagine, fhe mail 
was fhe only way fhey would cor¬ 
respond wifh each ofher - fhey 
wrofe handwritten manuscripfs," 
said Mullins. 

Somerville and Ross' characfers 
embodied fhe humor fhaf persisfs 
today among Irish foxhunfs, which Mullins has followed over fhe years as a 
reporfer for sporting publications such The Irish Field. Mullins shared his spec- 
facular photos faken in Ireland of breafhfaking jumps and hair-raising spills, 
and relafed stories from sixteen Irish hunting packs. Sevenfy-six-year-old Billy 
Vance, Masfer and Hunfsman of fhe Fermanagh Hounds, broke his leg while 
cub hunting, buf succeeded in riding fhe entire season in a sidesaddle. The 
Hon. Bru Bellew of fhe Counfy Loufh Foxhounds decided fo give up foxhunf¬ 
ing only, "when he gof fo know all fhe doctors and nurses af fhe hospifal by 
firsf name."

/ he year 2007 was a banner year for the National Sporting Library. We welcomed over 2,000 visitors to the 
Kyj i Library, representing thirty-one states and nineteen countries. The dramatic growth in visitation was due in 
part to an extraordinary exhibit and celebration. The Library proudly joined twenty other institutions in an inter¬ 
national celebration of the 100th anniversary of Paul Mellon's birth. As part of this celebration, the Yale Center for 
British Art loaned sixteen paintings by Sir Alfred Munnings for exhibit at the NSL. 

Another major factor in the increased visitation was the 2007 Coaching Weekend and Gala. Board member, 
Jacqueline L. Ohrstrom chaired the fabulous Coaching Weekend that raised $100,000 to benefit the Library's operations. 
We are grateful to all of the sponsors, participants and volunteers who so generously supported the Library through 
this exciting event. Space does not allow us to list every contributor and volunteer, however event sponsors are listed 
in this report. 

The Library's programs are healthy and thriving. Seven scholars from across America, as well as England and 
Ireland, were awarded the John H. Daniels Fellowship for 2008. A new public speakers series was launched in 2007, 
funded by an anonymous donor. The series includes three public lectures and an annual symposium focusing on sub¬ 
jects related to field sports. The first symposium was a great success, as over 100 participants heard from an interna¬ 
tional panel of speakers on Sir Alfred Munnings. The symposium and public lectures promise to attract hundreds of 
new guests to the Library. 

The year 2007 ended with the announcement of ambitious plans to convert historic Vine Hill, located next to the 
Library, as a museum of sporting art. Many generous contributions were given or pledged by year end to fund con¬ 
struction and to provide endowment for maintenance and operations. A capital campaign is now underway for this 
exciting project. Groundbreaking is scheduled for early 2009. 

We are grateful to all of our loyal donors who give every year, and at all levels. The Annual Report lists donors in 
the year 2007 in all categories of giving. We are particularly grateful to the Chairman's Council, as this group provides 
the foundation of financial support for the Library's day-to-day operations. The Chairman's Council has proven to be 
so successful that a new category of giving. The Ivy Circle, has been introduced in 2008. The Ivy Circle acknowledges 
gifts at $5,000 and more.

Dorothy Ours Uncovers the Real Man o'War 


On April 3, writer Dorofhy Ours addressed a 
packed audience in fhe Founders' Room on fhe 
topic of "Man o'War Revisited." Ours is fhe aufhor 
of Man o'War: A Legend Like Lightning (reviewed on 
p. 10 of fhe Spring 2008 newsletter), a critically- 
acclaimed book chronicling fhe racing career of one 
of America's greafesf Thoroughbreds. In her lecfure. 
Ours recounted how advertisers harnessed Man 
o'War's repufafion to sell Schick razors, Zeiss cam¬ 
eras, and freighf fransporf on fhe Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 

In unmasking fhe horse behind fhe legend. Ours

fraced Man o'War's developmenf from a slender and leggy juvenile to fhe 
heighf of his racing fame. Ours painted a picfure of an infelligenf animal 
wifh idiosyncrasies and personalify quirks. According to fhe coif's frain- 
er, Louis Feusfel, "There was never a fhing in fhe world fhaf you wanted 
him to do fhaf he would nof fry to do if better. If you asked him to walk, 
he'd fighf to jog; if you asked him to jog, he'd grab fhe bif and gallop; and 
if you wanfed him to gallop, he'd say, 'fo hell wifh you' — and run." 
Through her meticulous research on Man o'War, Ours revealed evidence 
of fhe horse's injury lafe in his fhree-year-old campaign. Realizing Man 
o'War's vulnerahilify owner Samuel Riddle had his coif's besf inferesfs in 
mind and fhus retired him after fhe Kenilworfh Gold Cup mafch race 
againsf Triple Crown winner.

Martin Wallen, Ph.D., Professor of 
English af Oklahoma Sfafe 
Universify spenf fhe monfh of June 
af fhe Library as a John H. Daniels 
Fellow, uncovering fhe history of fhe 
foxhound and ofher Brifish dog 
breeds. 

Wallen has faughf af Oklahoma 
Sfafe in Sfillwafer, Okla., since 1987. 
His research inferesfs include Brifish 
Romanficism, liferary fheory, 
Confinenfal philosophy, and animal 
sfudies. He is an accomplished 
aufhor, and his mosf recenf book. 
Fox, is parf of fhe Animal series pub¬ 
lished by Reakfion Books in 
England. 

Originally from Oregon, Wallen 
attended Linfield College in his 
hometown of McMinnville and com¬ 
pleted his master's and doctoral 
degrees in English Liferafure af 
Vanderbilf Universify in Nashville, 
Tenn.

Brifish liferafure and arf from 1700 to 
1840, wifh a section devoted fo fhe 
foxhound. As Wallen explained in 
his lecfure fo fhe Chairman's Council 
on June 26, fhe advenf of foxhunfing 


in fhe eighfeenfh cenfury led fo fhe 
creation of foxhounds capable of fol¬ 
lowing fasf Thoroughbred horses 
over open counfryside. 

According fo Wallen, fhe John H. 
Daniels Collection was especially 
valuable fo his research, since many 
of ifs books on dogs are very difficulf 
fo find oufside of Greaf Brifain. 

Wallen mentioned among fhe 
Library's freasures works by seven- 
feenfh-cenfury aufhor, Gervase 
Markham, as well as fhe 1788 edition 
of William Blane's Cynegetica. Blane's 
book is critically imporfanf, Wallen 
said, because if "really sifuafes 
English hounds in fhe lafe eigh¬ 
feenfh cenfury fhemes on adapfafion 
and variabilify. One of fhe key ques¬ 
tions of fhe time was why fhere were 
differenf kinds of dogs." Through 
fhese books and ofhers, Wallen has 
been able fo frace fhe developmenf 
of dogs in Brifain from fhe ferriers 
and hounds of fhe early 1700's fo fhe 
more fhan one hundred breeds rec¬ 
ognized today 


Book Review 


Martin Wallen. Fox. London: 
Reaktion Books, 2006. 206 pp. 
$15.56. 

Martin Wallen's book. Fox, is part 
of fhe Animal series published by 
Reakfion Books in London. Each 
book explores fhe role of a particu¬ 
lar animal in human culfural hisfo- 
ry. 

The aufhor demonsfrafes how 
fhe fox has long been viewed by 
humans as an ambiguous creafure 
living on fhe boundaries of civilized 
sociefy. Jusf as a fox evades capfure 
in fhe hunting field fhrough ifs wif 
and cleverness, fhe fox also escapes 
simple definition. 

Wallen's carefully-crafted book 
gives readers an appreciafion of fhis 
mysterious animal, wifh each of ifs 
six chapters reading as an individ¬ 
ual essay. In fhe firsf chapter, Wallen 
discusses eftorfs fo classify fhe fox, 
beginning wifh fhe Greek philoso¬ 
pher Arisfofle. Many creafures 



fhroughouf fhe world share fhe 
name and fhe general appearance of 
"fox" - from fhe Arctic fox fo fhe 
Soufh American culpeo fo fhe 
African fennec - buf vary greafly in 
behavior and habifaf. Anofher chap- 
fer explores fhe fox in myfh and lif¬ 


erafure. In Wesfern fhoughf, fhe fox 
is often a malevolenf being, bofh 
fricksfer and fhief. Wallen recounfs 
fhe fox in Aesop's Fables, fhe 
Reynard legend from medieval 
France, and fhe Japanese legend of 
fhe kitsune, or spirif fox. In Japan, fhe 
kitsune are said fo possess fhe abilify 
fo shapeshiff info human form, fhus 
crossing fhe boundaries befween 
man and animal and fhe spirif and 
material worlds. Subsequenf chap¬ 
ters deal wifh fhe topics of foxhunf¬ 
ing, fhe commercial fur indusfry and 
fhe mefaphor of fhe fox in fwenfiefh- 
cenfury cinema. 

In his chapfer on foxhunfing, 
Wallen fraces fhe evolufion of fhe 
sporf and ifs arfisfic porfrayal. While 
eighfeenfh cenfury images empha¬ 
sized fhe violenf scenes of fhe kill, by 
fhe fwenfiefh cenfury, fhe sporf's 
pageanfry and social cusfoms super¬ 
seded in imporfance fhe acfual cap¬ 
fure and deafh of fhe fox.

On Saturday, June 14, fine art photographer 
William Curtis Rolf addressed over seventy 
attendees on the history of stable architecture in 
England.
